G S R. 36. — In nexerclse of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Engineering Supervisors (Recruitment and Training) Rules, 1986, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Engineering Supervisors (Recruitment 
and Training) Amendment Rules, 1969. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th August, I960. 

2. After rule 25 of the Engineering Supervisors (Recruitment and Training) 
Rules, 1960, the following Part and rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

PART VI 

26. Power to relax. — Whdre the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for reasons to be recor- 
ded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class 
or category of persons or posts”. 

Explanatory Memorandum 

The Engineering Supervisors (Recruitment and Training) Rules, 1908, which 
were published with the Notification of the Government of India in the Depart- 
ment of Communications, Posts and Telegraphs Board in the Gazette of India 
dated the 13th August, 1966 vide G.S.R. 1264 dated the 29th July, 1906 did not 
contain the clause on “Power to Relax” which is a common feature of all re- 
cruitment rules. It is found from experience that it is necessary to have such 
clause so that the rules do not affect adversely certain classes of persons who 
need relaxation owing to peculiar circumstances. The relaxation clause has 
to be given retrospective operation from the date the original rules were gazet- 
ted. 

2. It Is hereby certified that giving retrospective effect to the aforementioned 
rule would not prejudicially affect the right of any person already in service.

G-S-K. 37 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 809 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Chief, Health in the Planning Commission,

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule-
